y   T)E  it  enacledby  the  General  Affembly  of  the  flate  tfNotth-Carolina,  and  it  is  here-  -r    ,  r  a 

"  JLJ  by  enacled  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  for  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  on  lands         ' 
hundred  and  ninety. eight,  a  tax  ot  eight  pence  on  every  hundred  acres  of  land  in  this  town-lots  & 
ftate,  and  a  tax  of  two  (hillings  on  every  hundred  pounds  value  of  town  lots  with  their  polls, 
improvements,  and  a  tax  of  two  /hillings  on  every  poll,  fhall  be  levied,    collected  and 
accounted  for  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  feveral  acts  of  Affembly  in  fuch  cafe  made 
and  provided. 

II.  And  be  further  enacled,  That  a  tax  on  all  ftud  horfes  within  this  ftate,  of  the 
one  half  of  the  fum  which  the  owner  of  fuch  ftud  horfe  fhall  alii  and   receive   for  the  0n  ftud  "or<* 
fealon,  of  one  mare  to  fuch  ftud  horfe,  fhall  be  levied  and  accounted  for  in  the  fame 
manner  that  fuch  taxes  have  been  heretofore  levied,  collected  and  accounted  for. 

Hi.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  finking-fund  tax  fhall  be  collected  for   the  No  finking 
year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-eight.  fund  tax.

Jury,  of  any  offence  upon  the  teftimony  of  a  witnefs,  called  upon  by  the  Grand  Jury 
to  pive  teftimony,  the  n3me  of  fuch  witnefs  fliali  like  wife  be  endorfed  thereon. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enaffed,  That  no  perfon  fhall  be  arretted  or  charged  before 

any  court,  on  a  prefentment  made  by   a  Grand  Jury,  before   the  attorney  acting  for  0f3"""  °s  fae. 
the  ftate  fhall  prepare  a  bill,  and  the  bill  found  by  the  Grand  Jury  to  be  a  true  bill.         \ag  charged. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  each  and  every  Sheriff  within  this  ftate,  or  his 

legal  deputy,  when  he  fhall  arreft  the  body  of  any  perfon  in  conference  of  the  writ  Sfieriff  may 
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Wv~sJ  of  capias  iffued  to  him  by  the  Clerk  of  any  court  of  record,  on  and  from  an  indictment 
take  bail  un  previoufly  found,  it  ihall  and  may  be  lawful  for  laid  Sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  if  the 
Iflt'baUsble  crirae  charged  is  bailable,  to  recognize  laid  offender,  and  take  bail  in  nature  of  a  re- 
offence.        "    cognizance,  for  his   appearing   at   the  next  fucceeding  court  of  the  diftrift  or  county

V.  And  be  it  further  enafled,  That  in  all  cafes  where  a  Clerk  of  a  county  court  if. 
Seal:  unne-  fues  procefs  to  the  county  of  which  he  is  Clerk,  it  lhall  not  be  necefi'ary  for  him  to 
ctfl'iry  to  be  annex  the  leal  of  his  office  thereto,  neither  lhall  it  be  necefi'ary  for  the  Clerk  of  a  fu- 
cfata  certain  Per'or  court  to  affix  the  feal  Of  his  oflue  to  any  procefs  by  him  to  be  iffued  to  the  coun- 
cafes;  r'es  compoling  the  diftrift  of  which  he  is  the  Clerk  ;  arid  if  any  fuch  feal  fhould  be  not- 

withftanding    annexed,  it  fhall    not   be  lawful  to  raife   any  charge  in  the  bill  of  cofls 

for  the  fame.

Howjudg-       adminiftrator  fhall  be  fued,  with  a  furviving  obligor  or  obligors,  in  purfuance  of  the 
merits  may  be   faiil  a<Sl,  and  it  may  be  necefi'ary  that  judgment  fhould   be  rendered  a»»ainlt  fuch  execu- 
tertain  cafes;  tor  or  adminiflrator,  fuch  procefs  and  judgment  maybe  awarded  againft  the  fame,  as  if 
'  fuch  executor  or  adminiftrator  had  been  fued  feverally,  and  judgment  may  be  awarded 
and  entered  Up  againft  the  furviving  obligor  or  obligors,  as  is  ufual  in  other  cafes  ;  fuch 
fpecial  judgment  againft  the  executor  or  adminiftrator  notwithftar.dinc 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  in  all  cafes  of  joint  obligations,  or  affumptions  of 
copartners  in  trade,  or  others,  fuch  fuits  may  be  brought,  and  profecuted  on  the  fame 
againft  the  whole,  or  any  one  or  more  of  inch  perfons  making  fuch  obligations,  af- 
fumptions, or  agreements ;  any  law  or  ufage  heretofore  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
ftandintr.

CHAP.      IV. 

An  Aft  to  declare  the  law  relative  to  the  force  and  effeel  of  the  procefs  fubpoena  duces 
tecum,  and  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  Jlate  -with  regard  thereto. 
""HEREAS  there  are  doubts  in  what  cafes  the  procefs  of  fuhpeena  duces  tecum 
lies,  and  whether  there  exifts  in  the  courts  of  the  ftate  a  power  to  enforce  the 
fame  :  For  remedy  whereof, 
Courts  have  I-  Be  '*  em£ied  h  the  c^eral  Affembly  of  the  flate  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is 
power  toiffue  hereby  enacled  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  in  all  caufes  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
procefs  of  the  ftate,  in  which  the  produftion  of  an  original  paper  lodged  in  any  of  the  public  of- 
fubpernaducet  Hces  of  the  ftate,  or  of  any  diftrift  or  county  therein,  becomes  neceffary,  the  laid  courts 
tecum.  jjjye  power  to  ijrue  the  procefs  of  fubpoena  duces  tecum,  requiring  fuch  perlbris  as  hold 

the  laid  offices  refpeftively,  to  attend  the  court  from  whence  the  faid  procefs  iffues 
with  fuch  original  paper,  in  like  manner,  and  under  the  fame  penalties  as  witnefles  are 
required  to  attend  in  cafes  of  a  fubpoena  to  teftify.

\T7H£REAS  it  is  m,.de  appear  to  this  General  Aftembly  by  fundry  petitions,  that 
f  there  are  many  fuits  of  great  importance  pending  in  faid  courts,  that  have  been 
hung  up  and  fulpended  from  a  determination  in  confequence  of  Judges  Haywood  and 
Macay  having  been  employed  as  counfel  in  faid  fuits,  who  decline  and  refufe  to  hear 
and  determine  the  fame,   to  the  great  injury  of  all  the  fuiters,  and  delay  of  juftice  : 

I.   Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Afjembly  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  here-

'  JD   hereby  enacled  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  from  and  after  the  pafllng  of  Executors,  &c 
this  ael  the  executors  or  adminiitrators  of  any  deceafed  perfon,  are  fully  authorifed  and  to  execute 
en-powered  to   execute  a  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance   for  any  lands,   that  may  have  j,.or    •_ 
been  bona  fide  fold  by  the  deceafed,  and  for  which  he  has  given  to  the  purchafer  a  bond  ta;n  care». 
or  bonds  to  convey  the  fame.     Provided  faid  bond  or  bonds  be  firft  proven  in  the  court 
<jf  the  county  where  the  laid  lands  are  fituated,  if  in  this  ftate  ;  if  not,  the  bonds  to  be 
proved  iu  the   county  where   the    obligee  lives   or    obligor  died  ;  and  which  bond  fo 
j-.roven  fhall  be  recorded  and  regiftered  in  the  Regifter's  books  of  laid  county  ;  and  pro- 
vided the  deeds  thus  executed,  ihall  not  convey  other  or  a  greater  quantity  of  land  or 
higher  titles,  than  were  fpecitied  in  faid  bonds  ;  and  all  deeds  thus  executed  {hall  be  as 
good  and  vaiid   in  law,  as  the  fame  would  have  been  if  executed  by    the  original  obli- 
gor.     And  provided  alfo,  That  no  executor  or  adminiftrator  fhall  be  authoriled  under 
this  act,  to  execute  titles  previous  to  the    full  payment  of  all  the  purchafe  monies  due

"RE  if  enacled  by  the  General  Affembly  of  the/late  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  here- 

-*^  by  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  lands  heretofore  entered  with  Limitation  0f 
'  any  Entry-taker  in  this  ftate,  and  which  have  not  been  paid  for,  and  all  lands  which  -  (aRj  entries 
(hall  be  fo  entered  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year,  and  (hall  not  be  paid  for,  (hall  &c. 
continue  and  remain  the  property  of  the  enterers,  their  heirs  and  afligns,  lb  far  as  an 
entry  without  the  payment  of  the  pur  chafe  money  to  the  ftate,  and  without  obtaining 
a  grant,  may  be  held  to  veft  a  title  in  the  fame  ;  nor  (hall  any  fuch  entries  become 
void,  nor  (hall  the  lands  fo  entered  revert  to  the  ftate,  until  the  laft  day  of  December, 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety  eight ;  at  which  time,  and  on  which  day,  ic 
is  hereby  exprefsly  enacted  and  declared,  that  all  entries  now  made,  or  which  (hall 
be  made  up  to  the  time  aforefaid,  that  is  to  fay,  that  all  entries  now  made,  and  which 
fhall  be  made  up  to  the  clofeof  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninetyfe- 
ven,  and  which  (hall  not  be  paid  for,  (hall  become  null,  void  and  of  none  effect,  to  aU 
intents  and  purpofes  ;  and  the  lands  which  may  have  been  fo  entered  and  not  paid  for, 
iliall,  on  the  firft  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  be 
conlidered  as  having  reverted  to  the  ftate,  and  as  being  vacant,  and  (hall  be  liable 
acrain  by  any  perfon  to  enter  and  fecure  the  fame;  and  in  like  manner  it  (hall  happen 
yearly  and  every  year,  that  is  to  fay,  it  (hall  be  confuiered  that  all  lands  entered  in 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  (hall  be  paid  for,  in  all  events,  in  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-nine  ;  otherwife,  on  the  firft  day  of  January,  one 
thoufand  eight  hundred,  fuch  entries  (hall  lapfe,  and  the  lands  (hall  revert  to  tie  ftate, 
and  (hall  be  liable  to  be  entered  again  by  any  perfon  wifhing  the  fame,  in  common  with 
other  vacant  and  unappropriated  lands  ;  the  lands  entered  in  each  preceding  year  be- 
ing in  any  event  to  be  paid  for  in  the  following  or  fucceeding  one  ;  otherwife,  and  in 
cafe  of  failure,  all  fuch  entries  (hall  become  and  (hall  be  held  as  being  null,  void  and  of 
none  effect  whatfoever.

An  Act  to  amend  and  continue  in  force  an  act,  -pajfed  in  the  year  one  thoufand,  fven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-fix,  entitled  "An  act  to  encourage  the  cutting  a  navigable  canal 
from  Roanoke  river,  or  the  waters  thereof,  near  the  town  of  Plymouth,  to  Pungo 
river." 

WHEREAS  an  act  of  the  General  AfTembly,  palled  in  the  year  one  thoufand  fe- 
ven hundred  and  ninety-fix,  entitled  "  An  act  to  encourage  the  cutting  a  na- 
vigable canal  from  Roanoke  river,  or  the  waters  thereof,  near  the  town  of  Plymouth, 
to  Pungo  river,"  is  likely  to  become  ineffectual,  in  confequence  of  firbfcriptions  not  be- 
ing made  to  the  amount  of  one  half  the  capital,  by  the  time  required  by  the  faid  act : 

X.  Be  it  enacted  therefore  by  the  General  Affembly  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  a  further  time  of  five  years  be  purtj.er  t-  n 
allowed  for  the  complstion  of  the  fubferiptions,  to  the  amonnt  of  the  fum  contemplated  allowed, 
by  the  iaid  act- 
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vy-v\J  CHAP.      XVIII. 

An  Aft  directing  how  claims  againj}  the  ftate  Jhall  be  authenticated,  and  their  mode  of 
payment,  fo  far  as  refpects  Jailors,  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Clerks  of  the  Superior  C&urtsf 
and  IVitneffesfor  and  on  behalf  »f  the  fiat e. 

HER.EAS  the  prefent  method   of   making  allowances  to  Jailors,   Sheriffs,  Coro- 
ners, Clerks  of  the  fupcrior  courts  and,    witneffes  having    claims  againft  the 
Jfate,  is  found  inconvenient,  expenfive,  and  frequently  attended  with  great  uncertain- 
ty ;  For  remedy  whereof^ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  the  ftate  of  North  Carolina,  and  it  is  here- 
by  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all   claims  in  future  prei'ented  for  pay- 
icated  mentby  any  of  the  before  defcribed  perfons,  (hall  be  proven  and  authenticated  in  the 
following  manner,  to  wit,  the  Jailor,  when  he  hath  a  charge  againlt  the  Ibte  for  con- 
fining and  maintaining  any  perfon  committed  to  the   prifon  whereof  he  is  the  keeper, 
fhall  procure  the  certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  court  where  fuch  prifoner  was  bound 
to  anfwer,  fhewing  forth  for  whatcaufe  the  criminal  was  confined,  how  indifted,  con- 
vifted,  punifhed  and  difcharged,  with  the  leal  of  the  court  thereto  ;   alfo  a  certificate 
from  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  where  fuch  criminal  was  confined,  ftating  whether  or 
aotfuch  criminal  was  poffeffed  of  any  vifible  property,  either  at  the   time  when   the 
crime  was  committed,  or  afterwards,  if  any  how  the  fame  was   difpofed  of,  and  in 
what  manner  iuch prifoner  wasdifcharged  from  jail;     together  with  the  affidavit  of  faid 
Jailor  taken  in  open  court,  fetting  forth  his  claim  particularly,   that  he  knoweth   of  no 
property  fubjeft  to  faid  cofts,  and  that  he  hath  received  no  fatisfaftion  therefor.     The 
Sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  when  he  fhall  have  a  demand  againft  the  ftate  for  fervices   by 
him  performed,  in  taking,  fecuring,  conveying  or  punifhing  any   criminal,  it  fhall  be 
neceffary  for  him  to  ftate  at  large  the   feveral  items  of  his  account,  fwear  to  it   in  the 
court  of  the  county  whereof  he  is  Sheriff,  fetting  forth  that  he  hath  received   no  fa- 
tisfaftion for  his  faid  demand,  and  that  there  is  no  property  to  his  knowledge  fubjeft  to 
his  faid  charges.    The  Coroner,  when  he  fhall  prefer  a  charge  for  holding  an  inqueft, 
fhall  make  oath  to  his  claim  in  the  court  of  the  county  whereof  he  is  Coroner,  and  pro- 
cure the  feal  of  the  fame  to  be  thereunto  annexed  ;  and  when  his  charge  is   for  per- 
forming and  executing  the  duties  of  a  Sheriff,  it   fhall  be   authenticated    in   the  fame 
manner,  and  under  the  lame  rules  whereby  Sheriffs  are  bound.     The  Clerk  of  any  fupe- 
rior  court  when  he    fhall  charge  the   ftate,  it  fhall   be   neceffary  for. him  to  ftate  and 
make  out  his  claim  at  large,   and  fwear  to  the  fame  before  the  Judge  or  Judges  holdincr 
his  court  ;  fetting  forth  in  his  faid  affidavit  for  what  caufe  the  prifoner  was  indifted, 
how  punifhed  or  difcharged  ;  that  he  believes  there  is  no  property  fubjeft  to  the  cofts  of 
faid    profecution,  and  that  he  hath  received  no  fatisfaftion  for  any  part  of  faid  claim; 
which  affidavit  fhall  be  fubfcribed  by   faid  Clerk,  and  attefted  by    the  Judge  or  Judges 
before  whom  it  was  made.       A  witnefs,  when  it  is  neceffary  for  him  to  prefer  a  claim 
againft  the  ftate  for  payment,  it  fhall  be  confidered  his  duty,   befides  fwearing  to  the 
amount  of  his  claim  as  heretofore  prefcribed  by  law,   alfo  to  make  oath  in    fome  court 
of  record,  that  he  hath  received  no  fatisfaftion  therefor  ;  and  alio  fhall  procure  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Clerk  of  the  court   to   which  he  was  bound  or  fummoned,  fertincr  forth 
that  he  or  fhe  was  bound  or  fummoned  to  give  evidence  in  behalf  of    the  ftate,  the  na- 
ture of  the  crime,   and  how  the  criminal  was  difpofed  of. 

II.  And  whereas  doubts  have  arifen  refpefting  Clerks  of  the  fuperior  courts  and  She- 
riffs, for  fervices  by  them  performed  on  part  of  the  ftate  ;  to  remove  which,  and  to 
afcertain  with  accuracy  and  precifion  faid  fees:  Be  it  further  enacted,  I  hat  each  and 
every  Clerk  of  the  above  defcription,  fhall  for  fervices  by  him  rendered  in  criminal 
matters,  be  allowed  the  following  fees,  to  wit : — For  irdiftmenr,  calling  the  prifoner 
to  the  bar,  charging  or  arraigning  him,  receiving  and  entering  his  plea  at  length,  the 
fum  of  ten  fhilhngs;  for  each  recognizance,  two  fhillings,  to  be  paid  fo  far  as  refpefts 
the  perfon  admitted  to  bail  and  his  fecurities  at  the  time  when  taken  ;  for  each  fubpeena, 
two  fhillings;  for  the  trial,  entering  up  final  judgment,  and  iffuing  a  copy  of  thefentence 
of  the  court,  eighteen  fhillings  ;  and  for  each  continuance  of  an  indiftment  four  ihiUm-o-s. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  each  and  every  Sheriff  within  this  ftate,  or  the' 
perfm  afting  for  and  fubftituting  his  place,  fhall  be  allowed  the  following  fees  for  fer- 

Sheriff's  fees,  yices  by  them  rendered  on  part  of  the  ftate,  to  wit :— For  apprehending  any  criminal,. 
ten  fhillings  ;  for  conveying  any  perfon  in  his  cuftody,  for  a  criminal  offence,  to  the  jail 
where  fuch  perfon  ought  to  be  conveyed,  at  the  rate  of  fix-pence  per  mile;  for  each 
perfon  compofing  the  Sheriff's  guard,  three  pence  per  mile  ;  and  four  millings  for 
each  day  fuch  Sheriff  fhall  maintain  faid  prifoner;  for  carrying  any  fentence  or  decree 
of  the  court  into  execution,  where  the  canvift  is  to  be  corporally  punifhed,  except 
that  of  death,  ten  fhillings ;  and  for  the  execution  and  decent  burial  of  any  felon,  the 
fum  of  five  pounds. 
Proceedings  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,    That  no  claim  authorised  by  this  aft,  fhall  be  allow- 

before  claims  ed,  until  &  fieri  facias  fhajlhave  firft  iffued  to  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  crU 
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jninal  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  owned  property,    and   the  Sheriff's  return  that  no  pro-       vywJ 
petty  is  to  be  found;  and  if  the  criminal  is  at  large  v.  ithout  taking  the  oath  of  inibl-  are  to  be  al- 
vencyi  it  fhall  be  the   dutv  of  the   Clerk  to  iflue  his  writ  of  capitis  ai  fatis faciendum  ^   owe<">  ««• 
and  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  to  arreft  the  body  of  the  laid  criminal,  if  to  be  found,    and 
him  confine  until  he  either  pays  oft  the  tofts  of  profecution,    or  difcliarges  himfeif  by  ' 
taking  the  oath  of  infolvency  ;  neither  fhall  any  claim  be  allowed  under  this   aft  after 
the  expiration  of  three  years  next   fucceeding  the  trial  and  final  decifionof  the  profe- 
cution  out  of  which  fuch  claim  arol'e;  and  all  claims  now  cxifting,  fhall  be  barred  after 
the  expiration  of   three  years  next  after  palling  of  this  aft. 

V.  And  in  order  to  prevent  frauds  and  impofuions  .-  Be  it  further  enacted,   That  all  T  )    .  v^ 
accounts  and  claims  rendered  and  made  out  under  and  by  the  authority  of  this  aft,  fiiall  be  (lalJjs    &c. 
in  words  at  length,  without  any  abbreviation  ;  and  any  claim,  demand  or  account  ren- 
dered otherwife,  fhall  be  held  and  deemed  improper  and  illegal.     Provided,  That   this 

claufe  fhall  not  be  conftrued  as  to  affeft  any  claim  now  exifting,  or  which  may  exift  be- 
fore the  firft  day  of  June  next.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  punifhment  of  acceffaries  to  felonies  in  certain  cafes. 

WHEKEAS    principal   felons  frequently  efcape  and    elude   the    procefs   of  law, 
whereby  acceffaries  cannot  be  profecuted  and  punifhed  :  For  remedy  whereof, 

!•  Be  it  enacled  bv  the  General  AJfcmbiy  of  the  ftate  of  'North-Carolina,  and  it  is  here- 
by enacled  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,   That  from  and  after  the  palling  of   this  aft,   ic  Acceflaries  to 
fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  profecute  and  punifh  any  acceffary  to  felony,  as  for  3  mifde-  felonies,  how 
me-vnor;   to  be  punifhed  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  and  corporal  punifhment  punilhaMe,&c 
not  exceeding  thirty-nine  lafhes,  or  ftanding  in  the  pillory  not  exceeding   two    hours, 
although  the  principal  felon  be  not  before  convicted  of  laid  felony,   which  fhall  exempt 
the  offender  from  being  punifhed  as  acceffary,  if  the  principal  fhall  be  after  .vards  con- 
victed. 

II.  And  whereas  felons  ar**  much  encouraged  to  the  commifTion  of  enormous  crimes, 
becaufe  many  perfons  make  it  their  bufinefs  and  trade  to  receive  and  buy  of  fuch  felons 
the  property  by  them  io  fclonioully  taken,  and  alfo  to  make  it-  their  bufinefs  to  conceal 
fuch  offenders  after  the  faid  fad,  knowing  fuch  felonies  to  be  by  them  committed  ;  Be 
it  therefore  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  (hall  receive  or  buy  any  property  that  fhall  n'l"1'^."  "1. 
be  felonioufly  ftolen  or  taken  from  any  other  perfon,  knowing  the  fame  to  be  ftolen  ;  or  [y  &c.  iK,w 
{hall  harbour  or  conceal  any  fuch  felon,  knowing  him,  her  or  them  to  be  fo  ;  fuch  per-  poni(hable,&s 
fon  or  perfons  fhall  be  taken  and  received  as  acceffaries  to  faid  felony,  and  may  be  pro- 
fecuted as  for  a  mifdemeanor,  and  punifhed  as  fet  forth  in  the  preceding  claufe,  al- 
though the  principal  felon  be  not  before  convicted  of  faid  felony  ;  which  fhall  operate 
as  a  bar,  and  prevent  the  offender  from  being  punifhed  as  acceffary,  if  fuch  principal 
felon  fhall  be  afterwards  taken  and  convicted.  Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this 
aft  (hall  be  fo  conftrued.  as  to  prevent  acceffaries  to  felonies  from  being  profecuted  and 
punifhed  as  heretofore  directed  by  law.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  company  fhall  meet  at  James  Connor's, 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  to  devife  and  form  fuch  regulations  as  to  them 
may  feem  convenient  for  the  fpeedy  effefting  faid  work,  and  to  point  out  fome  mode 
for  receiving  and  appropriating  fubferiptions  and  donation  money  for  that  purpofe.

And  if  any  perfon 
or  perfons  fhall  wilfully  cut,  break  down,  damage  or  deftroy  any  bank  or  ether  work 
by  this  company  erected  for  the  purpofe  of  clearing  out  and  making  the  laid  river  na- 
vigable, or  do  any  aft  or  thing  designedly  to  injure  the  faid  navigation,  fuch  perfon 
Ihnli  be    anfwerable    to  the    faid  company   for  double  the    damages  thereby  fufbined. 

Ill  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  the  faid  company  fhall  appoint  Overfeers  on  dif- 
ferent parts  of  faid  river  as  to  them  may  feem  moft  expedient  for  the  purpofe  of  clear- 
ing out  the  fame  ;  and  every  Overfeer  fo  appointed,  is  fpecially  and  direftly  required 
by  this  aft,  to  call  on  all  hands  within  four  miles  of  faid  river,  on  both  fides  thereof, 
that  are  fubjeft  to  work  on  roads,  to  affift  in  working  and  clearing  out  all  places  that 
will  not  admit  the  paffage  of  boats  with  eafe.

And 
if  any  perfon  liable  to  work  on  the  fame  by  this  aft  (upon  three  days  notice  giv- 
en by  his  Overfeer)  fhall  fail  to  do  the  fame,  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of  five 
fhillings  for  every  day  that  he  is  abfent,  or  does  not  perform  his  neceffary  part  of  la- 
bour thereon  ;  to  be  recovered  before  any  jurifdiftion  having  cognizance  thereof. 
Provided  neverthelefs,  That  no  perfon  fhall  be  liable  to  work  more  than  four  days  in 
any  one  year  on  the  fame. — All  which  fines  Ihall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Over- 
leer,  and  by  him  accounted  for  and  paid  to  the  faid  company,  and  by  them  applied  to 
the  purpofe  of  effefting  the  laid  navigation. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  the  faid  Overfeers,  and  all  others  who  are  di- 
refted  by  this  aft  to  work  on  the  fai-d  river,  fliall  be,  and  they  are   hereby  exempted 
from  working  on  roads  fo  long  as  this  aft  Ihall  continue  in  force  ;    and  that   this  aft  fliall 
be  deemed  a  public  aft,  and  be  conftrued  as  fuch  in  order  to  carry  the  purpofes  intend- 
ed thereby  into  effeft.

gate the  fame  veffel  out  of  port  over  either  bar.  Provided always ,  when  any  veflel  Ihall 
be  ready  to  go  out  of  port,  and  fuch  pilot  lo  exclufively  entitled,  does  not  attend  to  navi- 
gate the  laid  velfel  out  of  port,  the  Captain  or  Mafter  of  fuch  veffel  aaay  employ  any 
other  pilot  to  navigate  fuch  veffel  out  of  port ;  provided  fuch  other  pilot  fo  by  the  Cap- 
tain or  Mafter  to  be  employed,  fliall  be  a  branch  or  commiflioned  pilot  for  the  bar  over 
which  fuch  veflel  is  to  be  navigated  out ;  and  every  pilot  who  fliall  navigate  a  veflel  out 
of  port  contrary  to  the  meaning  of  this  aft,  Ihall  for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and  pay 
the  fum  of  nineteen  pounds,  to  be  recovered  before  any  jurisdiction  having  cognizance 
thereof,  to  the  ufc  of  the  pilot  or  pilots  who  by  this  aft  would  have  been  entitled  to 
navigate  faid  veffel  or  veflels  out  of  port ;  any  law,  ufage  or  cuflom  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding.

WHEREAS  great  injury  and  injuftice  is  frequently  done  to  the  fecurities  of  many 
perlons,  againft  whom  judgment  has  been  obtained,  by  compelling  fuch  furcty 
who  has  paid  the  debt,  toinftitute   fuit  againft  fuch    principal,  and  wait  the  delays  of 
court  before  he  can  be  reimburfed  ;    For  remedy  whereof,

upon  producing  to  the  county  court,  or  any  Juftice  of  the  Peace  who  may  have  jurifdic- 

tion  of  the  lame,  a  receipt,  and  that  an  execution  has  iflued,  and  that  he  has  facisfied 
the  fame,  and  making  it  fatisfaftorily  appear  by  indifferent  teftimony,  that  he  has  hid

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I.  Be  it  enaflet  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  the  fate  of  North-Carolina,  ami  it  is  hereby  enafied  by  the  nti-<—s* 
ih.nity  of  the  fame.   That  Thomas  Brown,  Thomas  Owen,  James  Bradley,    James  S.  Purdie,  Robert  Scut:, 
Jofeph  R.  Gamier,  James  Moorhead,  Daniel   Shipnian,  Thomas  Smith  and  William  H.  Beatty,    Kfqnires, 
lhall  be,  and  thev  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  and  dillinguiflied   by 

the  title  of  theTrnllecsof  Bladen  academy,  and  lhall  have  perpetual  fucceflion  anil  a  common  fealj  and  that 
the  fjid  Truftees  and  their  fucceffbrs,  by  the  name  aforefaid,  and  their  fucceflbrs,  or  a  majority  of  them,  lhall 
be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take,  demand,  receive  and  potTefs  all  lands,  goods  and  chattels  that  Hull  be  gi- 
ven them  for  the  nfe  of  faid  academy,  and  the  fame  apply  according  to  the  will  of  the  donors  j  and  by  gift, 
nurdiafe  or  devife,  to  take,  have,  receive,  poflefs,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them  and  their  fucceffors  forever  any 
lands,  rents,  tenement;  or  hereditaments  of  what  kind,  nature  or  quality  foever  (he  fame  may  be,  in  fpecial 
trult  and  confidence;  that  the  fame,  or  the  profits  thereof  (hall  be  applied  to  and  fur  the  life  and  pnrpofes  of 
eltabli  filing  and  endowing  the  faid  academy,  building  or  pnrchafing  a  convenient  houfe,  purchafing  a  library 
and  philosophical  apparatus,  and  fupportingand  paying  thefalaries  of  fuch  number  of  profefibrs  and  tutors  as 
to  them  dial!  Teem  necefl'ary. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enaftcd  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  truftees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  mall, 
and  thev  are  hereby  nuthorifeJ  to  chufe  a  Prelident,  Treafurer  and  Secretary,  out  of  their  own  body :  they 
may  alfochoofe  profeflbrs  aad  tutors  for  the  academy,  and  the  fame  remove  at  pleaftire  :  and  they  fhall  have 
authority  to  make  bye- laws  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  faid  academy,  and  the  lame  to  alter

Steward,  others  (ball  bcelcfteifin  their  room  and  (lead,  a  majority  of  the  Trullees  agreeing  thereto. 

III.  And  beitfurthtr  enacted  by  the  authority  afore/aid,  Thatthe  Treafurer  of  the  faid  board  of  Truflees, 
fliall  enter  into  bond  and  fecurity  to  the  Truftees,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  difcharge  of  the  truft  rrpufed  in 
him  by  thiraft:  and  that  all  goods  and  chattels  that  fliall  be  in  his  hands  at  the  expiration  of  his  office,  (hall 
be  immediately  paid  and  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  fucceeding  Treafurer  ;  and  every  Treafurer  fliall  re- 
ceive all  monies,  donations,  gifts,  and  charities  that  may  belong  or  accrue  to  (aid  academy  during  his  office;

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  of  orefaid.  That  if  any  Trufteefliall  negleft  attending  at  the 
fiated  meetings  of  the  Board  for  the  fpace  of  two  years,  or  if  any  of  them  mould  die,  or  otherwife  refign  his 
office,  the  iemaining  Truftees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  fhall  at  their  next  meeting  choofe  another  Trtllee  in 
the  room  of  the  perfon  thus  neglecting  his  duty,  dying  or  refigmng  his  office.

That  from  and*  after  the  firlt  day  ot  January,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight.  Robert  W.  Snead,  Thomas  Snead,  Thomas  Howard,  Jofiah  Howard,  and  Chriftopher  Dudley,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  pilot  or  pilots  at  aforefaid  bars,  or  ei- 
ther of  them  ;  and  grant  a  branch  or  branches  to  fuch  pilot  or  pilots  as  aforefaid,  and  regulate  the  pilotage 
to  be  paid  to  fuch  pilot  or  pilots  in  and  out  faid  bar  or  bars :  And  the  aforefaid  Commiflioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  fliall  have  full  and  ample  power,  in  all  refpefts  as  is  granted  to  the  Commiflioners  for  Swannfborough 
or  Beaufort  bars,  in  refpeft  to  the  pilotage  of  the  aforefaid  bars  of  New -River  and  Bear- Inlet  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Onflow  aforefaid.

oupreffive,  but  has  a  tendency  to  prevent  the  river  being  cleared  out ;     For  remedy  whereof,  I.  Be 
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<—r-'  I.  Be  it  enaded  by  the  General  AJJ'embly  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  ei.  a/!ed  by  the  au- 
thority ofthejame,  That  all  that  part  of  the  inhab'tantswf  the  counties  of  Craven  and  Pitt,  who  were  obliged 
to  work  on  the  river  Neufe  prior  to  palling  the  before  recited  aft,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  exprefsly  exempted 
from  working  on  faid  creek,  and  that  they  (hall  in  future  be  liable  to  work  on  the  river  only  ;  any  thing  in  the 
befare  recited  aft  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

ty of  New-Hanover,  the  Sheriff  of  faid  county,  r  fin     deputy,  (hall  attend  on  faid  Ealter  Monday  at   faid 
court  houfe,  and  open  a  poll  at  or  before  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  continue  the  fame  open  until  fuii- 
fet,  and  (hall  take  and  receive  the  votes  of  all  perfons  qualified  as  aforefaid  ;   and  the  five  perfons   who   (hall 
be  found  to  have  the  greateft  number  of  votes   (hall  be  declared   duly  elefted  as  Wardens  of  the   Fpifcopal 
church  in  Wilmington;  and  if  any  twoperfons  (hall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  when  it  is  neceff'ary  that 
only  one  of  them  Ihould  be  elefted  to  complete  the  number,  then  the  Sheriff,  or    other  officer    holding  fuch 
eleftion,  (liall  have  power  to  declare  which  i'f  faid  two  perfons  (hail  be  elefted,    by   voting    in   faid  eleftion.

That  fuch  five  perfons  fo  elected,  (hall  be  held  and  deemed  lawful  Wardens  of 
faid  church;  and  (hall  fue  or  be  fued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  many  court  of  record,  or  before  any  Jultice 
of  the  Peace,  for  or  concerning  any  right,  property,  matter  or  thing,   belonging  to  or  reTpefting  faid  church. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enaded,  That  if  it  (hall  fo  happen  that  bo  eleftion  of  Wardens  (hould  be  effected

III.  And  be  it  further  enalted,  That  it  fiidl  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  Henry  Sliepperd,  as  foon  after  the 
purchafer  (hall  execute  his  boat  for  the  pnrcliafe  money  as  aforefaid,  to  execute  in  his  own  name,  at 
Commidioaer,  to  the  faid  piirchafer,  a  deed  of  conveyance  for  the  faid  Blue  houfe,  lot  and  honfes  thereun- 
to belonging  ;  whicli  conveyance  lliall  he  held  and  deemed  to  vert  ill  the  purchafera  good  and  indefeafible  ti- 
tle in  the  t'.iid  piviuiies  ;    any  law  to  the  contrary  notwirhttanding. 

IV  .  t\ud  be  it  fitrthe'r  entitled,  That  the  faid  Henry  Sliepperd  (hall  be  allowed  live  per  cent,  on  the  amount 
of  the  faid  file,  iii  lull  tor  his  trouble  and  expences  in  and  about  thepremifes ;  which  allowance  fhall  be  made, 
him  by  the  Treifn.-er  in  the  fettle  input  of  his  public  accounts  as  Collector  of  arrears  for  Hillfborough  and 
Fayetteville  dilli  nets. 

V.  And  whereas  the  church  in  the  town  of  Hillfborough  is  in  a  ruinous  and  decayed  fituation,  and  has  not 
been  for  a  number  of  years  pafl  occupied  as  a  place  of  divine  worfhip  :  Be  it  enalted  by  the  authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  Sheriff  of  Orange  county  he.  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  directed  to  expofe  to  public  fale,  anal 
fell  to  the  higheil  bidder,  at  the  market  -houfe  in  the  town  of  Hillfborough,  on  twelve  months  credit,  the 
faid  church  in  the  town  of  Hillfborough,  and  alfo  the  clock,  and  all  the  apparatus  thereunto  belonging,  he  the 
faid  Sheriff  having  previouily  advertifed  the  faid  fale  at  leatt  thirty  days  at  the  market-houfe  in  the  faid  town 
of  Hlllfboiough.  and  other  necefTai  y  public  places  in  the  county  of  Orange. 

VI.  Andbe  it  further  enalted,  That  th.-  faid  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  Orange  take  bond  of  the  purchafer, 
with  good  and  Oitficient  iVcurity.  payable  to  the  county  Trultee  and  his  fucceflbrs  in  office,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
faid  county  of  Orange,  in  the  amount  of  fuch  file;  which  bond  he,  the  faid  Sheriff,  fhall  lodge  in  the  hands 
of  the  faid  county  Trultee  ;  whole  duty  it  (hall  be,  011  non-payment  of  faid  bond,  to  bring  fuit  on  the  fame  ; 
and  the  money,  when  recovered,  to  depofit  111  his  office,  fubjeit  to  the  difpofition  of  the  comity  court  of 
Orange,   towards  building  a  jail  for  the  diltrict  of  Hillfborough. 

VII.  hnd  be  it  further  enalted.  That  the  laid  Sheriff  of  Orange  fhall  be  allowed  in  the  fettlement  of  his 
accouuts  with  the  county  Trull ee,  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  fale  aforefaid,  in  full  confideration  of 
his  trouble  in  and  about  the  premifes. 

CHAP.       XLVI. 

An  Aft  authorising  the  firfl  regiment  of  militia  of  infantry  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  have  a 

feparate  phtce^f  eledlion  and  holding  general  mufters. 

WHKRF.  AS  ir  is  represented  to  this  General  AlTembly,  that  the  good  people  compofing  the  firft  regiment 
of  militiain  the  county  of  Lincoln  relide  at  a  coniiderable  diltance  from  the  court-houfe,  and  are  fre- 
quently debarred,  By  reafon  of  high  waters,  from  attending  elections  and  general  mufters  called  at  the  court- 
houfe  :     For  remedy  whereof, 

I.  Be  it  ena'led  by  the  General  Afembly  of  the  ft  ate  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  exalted  by  the  au- 
t/mrilyoft'ie/ame.  That  tlie  faid  firll  regiment  of  infantry,  compofed  of  feven  companies,  now  commanded 
by  the  following  Captains,  to  w:r,  Beard.  Gingles,  Johnfon,  Rine,  Abernathy,  Parr  and  Lvtle,  flia II  be  en- 
titled to  a  feparate. place  of  eleclion,  and  alfo  a  feparate  place  of  holding  their  general  mufters,  other  than 
that  of  the  court-  houfe,  under  fuch  rules  and  regulations  as  heretofore  have  been  efl  abliflsed  by  law. 

II.  And  to  the  end  thatfakl  places  m  ty  lie  afcertained  and  permanently  fixed,  Be  it  further  enafled,  That  each 
company  conipolingfaid  regiment  Hull  be  authorifed  to  elect  one  member  out  of  faid  company,  to  meet  at  the 
court  houfe  at  Linco'.uton,  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  March  next,  then  and  there  by  them,  or  a  majority  ot 
them,  to  fix  upon  fome  central  placee.r  places  within  the  faid  regiment  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  which, 
when  fettled,  (hall  be  conlidered  perm  inently  fixed,  and  rhe  power  of  the  members  to  be  diflblved. 

III.  AuJ  be  it  further  enatted.  That  the  citizens  of  faid  county  living  within  faid  regiment,  are  hereby  em- 
powered and  authorifed  to  give  in  their  votes  and  fuffrages  for  members  of  the  General  Affembly,  Reprefen- 
talivesin  Congrefs,  Rle&oiv.s,  &c.  at  faid  place  ;  which  eleclion  fhall  be  held  by  the  Sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  on 
the  day  preceding  any  eitablifhed  election  at  the  court-houfe,  under  the  fame  rules  and  regulations  as  here- 
tofore have  governed  and  direjled  Sheriffs.

XJ  riiy  of  the fame.  That  Roland  Harris,  Carey  Pritchard,  Ambrofe  Parker,  John  Atkins,  and  John 
Smith,  be  and  they  are  hereby  conftituted  and  appointed  Truftees  to  fuperintend  the  government  of  a  ferai- 
n  .try  of  learning  at  or  near  the  town  of  Henderfon,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery;  and  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  receive  all  donations,  gifts  or  gratuities  which  may  be  given  to  them  as  fuch,  for  the  purpofe  of 
erefting  and  fupportiug  the  faid  feminary,  hereby  conllituted  by  the  name  of  Stokes.  Asd  the  faid  Truftees 
and  their  fuccetfors,  fhall  be  able  and  capable  to  afk  for,  demand  and  receive,  likewife  to  fue  for  and  reco- 
ver from  all  perfons,  any  fum  or  funis  of  money,  or  other  property,  which  may  come  to  them  by  fub- 
fciiption  or  otherwise  ;  and  in  their  capacity  as  fuch  they  may  fue  and  befued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
any  court  of  record  within  this  (late.  And  the  monies  when  received,  to  be  applied  by  the  faid  Truftees,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  towards  defraying  the  expences  of  building  and  employing  a  tutor  or  tutors,  and  for 
every  other  purpofe  which  they  in  ay  deem  neceffary  for  the  advancement  of  the  faid  feminary  of  learning. 

I  [.  Be  it  further  ennc.ed.  That  the  Truftees  aforefaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  (who  in  all  cafes  are  hereby 
conftitnted  a  quorum)  (hall  fix  on  fome  healthy  Gtuation,  at  or  near  the  faid  town  of  Henderfon,  for  the 
I'm  pofe  of  erecting  buildings  for  the  benefit  of  faid  feminary  of  learning;  and  may  purchafe  lands  in  their 
own  name,  which  lauds  when  purchafed,  (hall  be  veiled  in  fee  to  them  and  their  fucceffors  forever. 

III.  Be  it  further  enaited,  That  if  any  of  the  Truftees  appointed  by  this  act,  fliall  die,  remove  or  refign, 
a  majoiity  of  thofe  remaining  (hall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  other  or  others  in  the  room  of 
him  or  them  fo  removing,  dying  or  religning;  and  him  or  them  fo  appointed,  fhall  be  inverted  with  all  the 
powers  and  authorities  incident  to  his  office,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner  as  if  named  within  this  aft.

That  the  Truftees  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  or  a  majority,  fhall  con- 
vene annually  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  or  at  any  other  time  they  may  think  convenient,  for  the  purpofe 
of  carrying  this  ait  into  effect ;  any  thing  to  the  contrary   notwithftanding.

_  T)  E  it  enabled  by  the  General  Affembly  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  enatied  by  the  au- 
XJ  thority  of  the  fame,  That  the  Wardens  of  the  poorof  the  county  of  Onflow  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorifed  to  prepare  a  houfe  for  the  reception  of  the  poor  in  the  faid  county  ;  and  the  faid  houfe,  whrn  pre- 
pared, (lull  be  appropriated  to  the  fole  ufe  of  the  poor  of  the  county  aforefaid  ;  under  which  denomination; 
(hail  be  comprehended  all  fuch  perfons  of  either  fex  in  the  faid  county  as  they  may  judge  incapable,  by  eld 
age  or  other  infirmity,  to  procure  febfiflence  for  themfelves;  and  the  faid  Wardens  (hail  appoint  a  keeper  or 
overfeer  of  faid  houfe,  whofe  bufinefsit  (hall  be  to  keep  good  order  among  the  poor  who  inhabit  the  fame, 
and  to  enforce  all  fuch  regulations  as  (hall  be  eftablifhed  from  time  to  time,  for  the  well  ordering  and  govern- 
ing the  faid  po£r  ;  which  regulations  the  laid  Wardens  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  ;  and  the  faid  keeper
